USSR-US 

The US Embassy in Moscow reports that the USSR 
yesterday formally proposed that the next round of 
bilateral talks on conventional arms transfers com- 
mence in Helsinki on 20 March. Chief Soviet negotiator 
Mendelevich asked for an early answer and suggested 
that the round be approximately four weeks long in 
order to permit "more substantive discussions"? he 
clearly favored preliminary discussions at the expert 
level in Moscow earlier in March. The Embassy adds 
that Mendelevich indicated his side did not want to 
make "a big political thing" out of the chief stumbling 
block at the most recent bilateral round in Mexico 
City, the status of the working group on prospects 
for curbing arms transfers to regions. Mendelevich 
suggested that additional working groups could be 
established as cou ld sub-groups dealing with certain 
specific regions. | 
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Cuba-USSR 


Red Star has announced that Cuban Armed Forces Min- 
ister Raul Castro and a military delegation will arrive 
in Moscow today for an official visit at the invitation 
of Soviet Defense Minister Ustinov. The US Interests 
Section in Havana commented yesterday that discussions 
probably will focus on bilateral military collaboration 
in 1979 and during the next (1981-86) Five-Year-Plan 
period. It added that, given the situations in Vietnam 
and Rhodesia, more i mmediate operational questi ons might 
well be discussed.

According to the Interests 
Section, one photo shows a line-up of nine MIG-23s, of 
which at least three and possibly as many as eight m ay be 
ground attack versions.

Saudi Arabia - Lebanon 


The US Embassy in Jidda reports that Saudi Foreign 
Minister Saud informed Ambassador West on Sunday that 
Saudi Arabia has decided to withdraw its contingent from 
the Arab Deterrent Force when the current agreement for 
its presence in Lebanon expires at the end of April. 

Saud said Saudi troops have already sustained casualties 
in Lebanon and that his government cannot give Lebanon 
an open-ended commitment when the Lebanese seem unwill- 
ing to help themsel ves and are doing nothing to take 
over from the ADF.
